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IETER PIETERZEN (1) OSTRANDER, progenitor of 
the family in America, came to this country in the ship 
“Spotted Cow,” which set sail on April 15, 1660. Accord- 
ing to the passenger list of this vessel he was from Amster- 
dam, Holland, and was accompanied by his wife and two 
children. It is said that he was a cadet in the army of the 

3 : States General of the Netherlands and came to Esopus, 

now Kingston, New York, with the troops sent to suppress the Indian outbreaks. 

In 1680 he joined with his neighbors in petitioning for a minister. On 

March 10, 1699, he (or his son of the same name) purchased two acres of land 

at Hurley of Anthony Crispell. This is the earliest Ostrander deed filed at 

Kingston, the county seat of Ulster County, New York.

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JARED FORDHAM OSTRANDER, son of Peter and Clarissa (Ford- 
ham) Ostrander, was baptized at the Reformed Church, New Hurley, New 
York, September 13, 1805, and died at Mantorville, Minnesota, November 19 
1874. He accompanied his parents to Pompey, New York, and becamne a mem- 
ber of the Congregational Church there on March 1, 1827. He was educated 
for the ministry and later removed to Wisconsin. Jn a letter, written at the 
reunion of the residents of the town of Pompey, he mentions his preaching the 
first sermon in Madison, Wisconsin. He desires himself as “standing behind 
a dry goods box covered with an Indian blanket, in the upper part of a store, the 
best meetinghouse the place could afford.” He also preached at Aztalan, Jeffer- 
son County, Wisconsin, where he resided, and was an independent in his theo- 
logical views. He was regarded as the only person who would perform a mar- 
riage and be satished with a bushel of potatoes as a fee. 

He taught the first school in the town of Aztalan, and during the summer 
his wife instructed a class of younger pupils. He attempted to establish what 
was to have been called a “labor school” on a hill west of the village, and a sec- 
tion of land was reserved for that purpose. Although some funds were collected, 
the project failed and the money was used for the first school house, a frame 
building in the western part of the town. 

Jared F. Ostrander was a candidate for State Senator and was a member 
of the Wisconsin Legislature. The following editorials are from clippings pre- 
served by the family and give us very interesting sidelights on portions of the 
career of Mr. Ostrander and the esteem in which he was held by his fellow- 
citizens:

He is a determined, firm and able advocate of the Maine Law, 
and he is such from principle long since proclaimed, and followed with 
a steadfastness that places him in the first ranks of temperance advo- 
cates. Ele isa man who cannot be approached by demagogues and trad- 
ing politicians, and one who will, as the representative of the people, 
guard well the interests of the State and protect its treasury and cur- 
rency from the grasping avarice and speculations of unworthy men who 
swarm about the capital. He is the very man for the times and will do 
honor to men who make choice of him because of his worth and because 
of his freedom from the trammels of party and blind devotion to indi- 
vidual interests.

The many friends of Judge Ostrander will be pained to learn that 
his health, which has been gradually failing for some time past, is now 
very poor, and that the announcement of his death would surprise none 
who are acquainted with his condition. Flis disease is entirely of a 
physical nature, his mind being apparently as clear as ever, so much so 
that he is able to dictate about his Probate and other business, and does 
so as readily as ever. His son, Mr. Levi Ostrander, from Wisconsin, 
is with him, having arrived last week, and his daughter, Mrs. Willard, 
of. Missouri, is daily expected. 

Just as we go to press (Thursday 11:30 A. M.) we are informed 
that Judge Ostrander is dying, having been unconscious for over an 
hour. 


Died in Mantorville, Dodge County, Minnesota, November roth, 
1874, Jared F. Ostrander, aged 69 years. Mr. Ostrander came to Wis- 
consin from Onondaga County, New York, in the year 1837, and settled 
in Aztalan, which was then called Jefferson. He was a farmer, and 
highly intelligent and thoroughly educated. He had hosts of friends, 
and everyone spoke well of him and none ill. His home was noted for 
a genial hospitality and generous cheer. During his residence in 
Aztalan, he represented his district in the State Assembly. Subseqently 
he removed to Minnesota, where he was elected Judge of the Probate 
Court, which office he held until his death. His death is sincerely 
mourned by many old friends here, as well as by near relations.

LEVI WELLS OSTRANDER, son of Jared Fordham and Rowena 
(Wells) Ostrander, was bornin Aztalan, Wisconsin, April 30, 1841. He served 
as first sergeant in the 29th Wisconsin Company during the Civil War. These 
interesting letters, written by him during his service, are preserved by the family: 


REAR OF VICKSBURG, 

DrAR FATHER & MOTHER: June 17, 1863. 

As Lieut. Scott of Co. “B” starts for Farmington in the morning 
I improve the opportunity to send a few lines to you. I received two 
letters last week but have not found time to answer them yet. We 
still retain the position we were in when I| wrote last, gradually advanc- 
ing our rifle pits by night. Siege guns are being placed in position daily, 
the demolishing of Vicksburg will be but a short work though perhaps 
a bloody one. “For a few days past the rebels have been a little bolder 
than usual, replying occasionally to our Batteries. Our batteries out-

number theirs so that they do not care to continue contest a great while 
at a time. From our lines and the river, Grant is able to throw 700 
shot and shell per minute into the rebel lines. My health continues

On this ever memorable anniversary, at 10 A. M. Gen. Pember- 
ton raised the white flag for all his works. Such a jubilant lot as our 
soldiers are you never saw. It has saved many a precious life as a 
general demonstration was to be made today both with artillery and 
infantry, the tormer to fire 500 rounds to each battery. Pember- 
ton, knowing that an old time honored custom prevailed among 
the Yankees of burning a great deal of powder on this day doubt- 
less concluding that “discretion was the better part of valor,” wisely 
concluded to come out with a flag of truce yesterday to capitulate terms 
of surrender. Grant’s only answer was unconditional surrender. Three 
flags were sent out yesterday but not until this morning did they come 
to terms. I understand the men are to receive eight days’ rations and 
be paroled. Perhaps necessity had something to do with the surrender. 
We confess to living on mule meat for the past three days. We remain 
in our old position yet, but will doubtless move into,their work during 
the days. A national salute (34 guns) was fired at sunrise, the only 
firing heard today. Allis as quiet as a Sunday in Aztalan; since the 
first wild and enthusiastic expressions of the soldiers have ceased. 
This event will hereafter give a double interest to the day to those who 
compose the army. Certainly it is the grandest event of the war. But 
I will deter writing more until I get into Vicksburg. With much

We arrived here this morning and I hear the mail is going out 
tomorrow, so I will try and write a little more to send with the sheet 
written at Washington, although I do not feel exactly like writing 
interesting letters, as I have been very busy every minute since we 
arrived here, drawing rations, signing for clothing, signing pay rolls, 

... We left Washington on the 22nd and have marched from 15 to 
20 miles each day. The third day out we caught up with the 19th 
Corps train and were obliged to go slower and camp earlier in the day. 
Our boys never complained of sore toes—as long as they could bragg 
over the roth R. C. The same jealousy exists between the officers even 
the Gen’s as between the men of the two Corps. Gen. Ransom, who is 
commanding our Detachment, sent word ahead frequently that their 
train was hindering us greatly, obliging us to halt and rest frequently 
which was fatiguing us more than the marching. Day before yester- 
day we jammed into their train during a heavy shower. Gen. Ransom 
sent word to the commander of the advance stating that he had caught 
up with the train and would be obliged to go into camp. The Gen. 
who was not in the best of moods apparently, sent back a very emphatic 
order “‘go into camp, or to the devil.” But as we were already in camp 
we concluded to remain there instead of reporting to “His Majesty.” 
Yesterday we were close to them all day, but were obliged to camp six 
miles out of town and marched in the morning in the very best of spirits, 
each man carrying a knapsack as big as it could be made and lighter 
than it appeared to be. We have until today had our blankets all car- 
ried which is a very good reason for outmarching the eastern troops 
who all pack their knapsacks because it is “more military.” I do not 
mention this for the purpose of praising ourselves or “running down” 
the eastern troops, but merely to let you see that we are not too used 
up but what we can find time for fun. We have marched over 180 
miles in less than twelve days, and are ready for a.still longer march 
now, and I expect we shall have it.

The family also has in its possession a map drawn by Levi Ostrander, 
showing the. position of troops at Helena, Arkansas, during his service there. 
On the back of the map is written: 


I have this evening hastily drawn an incomplete map showing our 
position to Helena. It is very deficient but may serve to show partially 
some things you would like to know. And by the way I should like to 
have you send me a small map of the U. S. if you can, a late one would 
be preferred, but would be elad of any old one. 

Monday eve. 

This letter will go out tomorrow. I expect we have a tri-weekly 
mail. The weather here is beautiful, very much like spring weather. 
In the daytime summer clothing would not be uncomfortable. The 
nights are quite cool. I presume while I am writing in my tent, as 
comfortable as on a June eve, in Wisconsin, you are shivering over a 
good fire. The climate here seems to agree with us all. I wish you, 
Father, could spend the winter here. I am sure it would improve your 
health very much.

HARRY FARGO OSTRANDER, son of Levi Wells and Hettie S. 
(Fargo) Ostrander, was born at Lake Mills, Wisconsin, on May 29, 1875, and 
died in Baltimore, Maryland, March 4, 1932. In his early childhood the family 
home was moved to Minnesota, from which State he came to Olympia, Wash- 
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ington, with. his parents when he was nine years old. During the remainder of 
his life he was a Washington resident. 

Mr. Ostrander completed his preliminary education in the public schools 
and subsequently entered Whitworth College. Shortly after leaving college he 
became associated with the Oriental import and export trade at Seattle and with 
passing years rose to great prominence in the city’s business life. For some 
years he was connected with the Centennial Mills Company of Seattle and 
remained a director of that corporation until his death, but his interests were 
extended to many other fields and he participated in the organization of numer- 
ous proftable enterprises. Mr. Ostrander was a director of the Pacific National 
Bank, to which his wise counsel was of recognized value, and was president for 
many years of the Pioneer Sand and Gravel Company, guiding its affairs with 
sure hand along the pathway of success. He was best known, however, for his 
exploits in the shipping world and for his brilliant record as a trader. 

In the organization of the Seaborn Ship Yards, of Tacoma, Washington, 
Mr. Ostrander was a principal figure. These yards had the distinction of launch- 
ing the first wooden vessel of the Ferris type for the Emergency Fleet Corpo- 
ration of the United States during the World War—the steamship ‘“Quinault,” 
a vessel 281.6 ft. in length, 46 ft. beam and a moulded depth of 26 ft. The 
company achieved another record in the building of their Norwegian auxiliary 
schooner “H.C. Hansen” in 1917, which was the largest vessel ever launched in 
Tacoma up to that date. The “H. C. Hansen” was a five-masted auniliary 
schooner with two 240 h. p. Skandia semi-Diesel engines, 260 ft. in length, 44 
ft. beam and a hold depth of 21 ft. Her dead weight capacity was 27,000 tons 
and her lumber capacity 1,750,000 ft. This boat was built under the Norwegian 
construction regulations. The second ship of the standard Ferris type to be 


launched by the Seaborn Company was the “Wahkiakium,” sister ship of the 
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“Quinault.” This was the eleventh ship built in the yards of the company, the 
others, with the exception of the “Quinault,” being standard wooden vessels of 
the Government Shipping Corporation. 

Mr. Ostrander took particular pleasure in the launching, in 1917, of the 
“Levi \W. Ostrander,” which was built in the Seaborn Ship Yards at Tacoma 
and named in honor of his father. She was a five-masted schooner, 240.3 ft. 
long, 44.9 ft. beam and 19.4 ft. depth of hold, and so constructed that she could 
be changed, if desired, into a motorship by the simple installation of motor power. 
An interesting record was made by this vessel on its arrival at Sydney, Australia, 
from Durban, South Africa, in forty days. The distance in the course that 
would be followed by a steamship approximates 6,600 miles, but under canvas 
the schooner would have covered a far longer course in accommodating herself 
to the winds. It is probable that she averaged two hundred miles per day— 
one of the best records on the ocean routes. On the voyage from Vancouver, 
British Columbia, to Durban, the schooner carried a full cargo of lumber. The 
“Levi W. Ostrander” was subsequently sold to Chinese interests and renamed 
the “Tseng Tai.” In May, 1924, when she arrived to load a full cargo of lumber 
at the Stimson mill for delivery in Shanghai, she was noted in the newspapers 
as the only Chinese sailing vessel ever seen in Puget Sound. 

Other incidents of the shipping trade which brought Mr. Ostrander consid- 
erable attention at the time were his chartering of the motorship ‘George Wash- 
ington” to carry creosoted Douglas fir cross-arms to Manila and the charter of 
the steamship ‘‘Senator” with a full cargo of lumber products, particularly box 
shooks, for Singapore. A particularly brilliant feat centered about his charter- 
ing of the steamship “Honolulan” from the American-Hawaiian Steamship 
Company at the highest charter rate ever paid—$100,000 per month. Shipping 
men of the West Coast freely predicted that the only possible result of a charter 
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at this unheard of rate would be bankruptcy, but the’completion of the venture 
showed a far different result, fully vindicating Mr. Ostrander’s soundness of 
judgment and rewarding his courage. The first cargo of this steamer consisted 
of war supplies for Vladivostok worth seven million dollars. Other cargoes to 
Vladivostok consisted of steel rails and automobiles and on return trips full 
cargoes of licorice, beet sugar seed and other products were carried. A sub- 
stantial profit resulted from the entire transaction. 

For several years Mr. Ostrander imported peanuts from China and Japan 
for the domestic trade, and his largest single importation in this field consisted 
of a solid trainload of shelled peanuts, comprising between thirty and thirty-five 
cars carrying a total of 1,000 tons. They were brought across the Pacific in the 
steamship “Fukuy Maru” and were handled by rail through the Northern Pacific, 
the Chicago Northwestern and the New York Central lines, five hundred tons 
being distributed to the Chicago market and the remainder to Pittsburgh, Phila- 
delphia and Baltimore. Nothing like this distribution of a solid train of shelled 
peanuts was ever attempted before in the United States and, so far as can be 
learned from ‘the records, no train of the unshelled product ever approached this 
in size. 

Mr. Ostrander, with W. C. Dawson and other Seattle men, organized the 
Seattle Steamship Company, which purchased the steamship “Al-ki” and ‘“Dis- 
patch” to operate between Seattle and ports of southeastern Alaska. His ship- 
ping and export and import activities, however, always centered chiefly in the 
Oriental trade. Among his many purely local interests he was perhaps most 
deeply concerned with the Pacific National Bank, which he helped to organize 
and in the direction of which he played a major part until his death. Mr. 
Ostrander was a member of the Rainier Club, the Seattle Yacht Club, the Seattle 
Golf and Country Club and the Broadmoor Golf and Country Club. In spite of 
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the constant pressure of business he found time to be active in civic affairs, 
taking a warm interest in the progress of his city and State and their institu- 
tions and willingly assuming the responsibilities of civic leadership, when con- 
vinced that he could be of service. His influence was always wholesome and 
constructive and his death at the height of his career was a major loss to Seattle. 
Mr. Ostrander had undergone an operation at Johns Hopkins Hospital in Bal- 
timore. ‘‘He was believed to have been recovering,” to quote from the tribute 
of a Seattle newspaper, “and hundreds of friends, with whom he had been 
associated in widely varied branches of business, social and civic activities, were 
deeply shocked to learn of his sudden death.” 

Resolutions of regret were adopted by the various institutions and enter- 
prises with which he was associated, expressing formally the profound sense of 
personal and community loss which all who knew him felt. Two of these are 
quoted, the first adopted by the board of directors of the Pioneer Sand and 
Gravel Company, March 17, 1932: 


Mr. H. F. Ostrander, for over fourteen years the president and 
directing head of this corporation, passed into the great beyond at Bal- 
timore, Maryland, on the 4th day of March. It is fitting that his asso- 
ciates on the board of directors, who held him in such high esteem and 
affection and were so appreciative of his unusual services to this com- 
pany, should spread upon the minutes of the company a tribute which 
written words can poorly express. 

When Mr. Ostrander first came into this organization, it was a 
comparatively small concern, moderately equipped, with an outstand- 
ing bonded indebtedness and struggling for its place in the business 
world. Without minimizing the assistance of the loyal support of his 
associates, 1t 1s acknowledged that it was largely through his own indi- 
vidual efforts and business vision that the company has been brought 
to its present dominating and sound financial condition. When it 
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needed credit, he furnished his own. When credit Alone was not suffi- 
cient and it needed money, he financed it. bor nearly fifteen years he 
gave the best that was in him for the company’s welfare—his sound 
judgment, fair dealing, great industry, his ability to handle and solve 
the countless perplexing problems always arising in the business, were 
always available and rendered to the company without stint. No sal- 
aried officer of any corporation ever rendered a more faithful and 
exacting service. And for all of this he never asked or received any 
monetary compensation from the company except that he shared with 
other stockholders, as such, the benefits of his ability and work. In 
this usually somewhat selfish world such a continuous, disinterested 
and arduous work rendered by a man who had ample means to choose 
a more easy and pleasurable life, giving his great energy, long hours 
and constant devotion to a company without compensation, is unique in 
the history of American corporations. 

The members of the board appreciate his high standard of business 
ethics, his fair dealings, his consideration for all of the company’s 
employees, and, with a keen feeling of personal loss, desire to convey 
their deep and sincere sympathy to his widow and children. 


The following memorial tribute was adopted by the board of directors of 
The Pacific National Bank of Seattle: 


Harry F. Ostrander, long eminent in the business and financial life 
of Seattle, passed away on March fourth, nineteen hundred thirty- 
two. As one of the originators and organizers of this bank, he was 
from the beginning and until his death a member of the board of direc- 
tors and of the executive committee. He was always active, painstak- 
ing and fair-minded in the discharge of the responsible duties of those 
positions. 

His personality was most pleasing, his business judgment sound 
and penetrating, and his courage unbounded in facing a difficult situa- 
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tion or in advocating views of whose correctness he was convinced. 
When he differed with others he was firm, but always kindly, and asso- 
ciation with him was ever a pleasure and inspiration. His constant 
cheerfulness and evenness of temper under all circumstances made his 
companionship endearing and attractive. 

As an authority on the business and financial relations between the 
Pacific Coast and the Orient, he was in the first rank. As a citizen and 
as an active participant in the business and civic affairs of this commu- 
nity, he stocd high in public esteem. He exemplified on many occasions 
that spirit of enterprise and sound judgment on which the growth and 
development of Seattle and its extensive commerce have been based. 

In integrity he had no superior and as a business counsellor few 
equals. His memory will long remain with all who knew him, and will 
be especially cherished by his fellow-directors of this bank. 

The members of the board of directors of The Pacific National 
Bank of Seattle, with profound sorrow at the loss of their friend and 
associate, but with a sense of pride in his talents and accomplishments, 
enter this memorial in their minutes and direct that a copy be sent to 
the bereaved family, in token of heartfelt sympathy in this great loss.

HE derivation of the surname McGrath is assigned to 
varying sources by different surname authorities. One 
of these believes it to be derived from the Celtic “Mac 
Raith,’ meaning “son of Rath” (grace or luck). An- 
other traces it to the old Irish word “‘craith,” meaning 
“to weave,” the Irish surname, MacCraith, being angli- 

ig cized into “McGrath.” 

Though it has not been possible to establish any definite line of descent for 
this McGrath family, it is believed that they came originally from Scotland, from 
where they were driven by religious wars and persecutions. Settling at that time 
in Ireland, some members of the family eventually came to the United States.

In earlier years, Mrs. Ostrander studied art, specializing particularly in 
miniatures.

moved to Woodbury, Connecticut. . . . The names of John and Hannah Skeels 
appear appended to the church Covenant, so they were Covenanters. . . . He 
took up land at Woodbury and there lived and died.” 

On May 5, 1670, twenty persons signed the covenant of “ye 24 chh at Strat- 
ford,” and in a list of seven ‘‘Persons since added” the name of ‘John Skeeles” 
is first, and he evidently signed on or before May 6, 1670, as opposite his and 
two other names is the statement: ‘“The following were added immediately.” The 
admission of his wife to membership is thus entered: “1679. Hannah Skeeles, 
March 4.” John Skeels, while not among the “original signers” of the town of 
Woodbury, Connecticut, was among the holders of home-lots and divisions before 
1682. “John Skeel, Sor.” (Senior) was taxed 3s. 3d. in “A Rate according to 
town order for the North Purchase, by those appointed by the town to make the 
Same, te. 4. Dhl, L712.” His sons, John Skeel, Jor.” and “Thomas, Skéel” 
were taxed 2s. 2d. each on the same list. 

John Skeels married Hannah Terrill, who was baptized at the First Con- 
gregational Church, Milford, Connecticut, in August, 1645, and died at Wood- 
bury, Connecticut, November 11, 1730, daughter of Roger and Abigail (Ufford) 
Terrill. 

Children, baptized in Woodbury, Connecticut:

JOHN SKEELS, JR., son of John and Hannah (Terrill) Skeels, was bap- 
tized in his intaney at Woodbury, Connecticut (with his brother Thomas, prob- 
ably his twin), April 23, 1682, and died there on May 25, 1727. No less than 
four published accounts of the family mention only seven of his parents’ ten 
children, three of whom, all named John, were baptized, respectively, November 
10, 1678, in November, 1679, and April 23, 1682, the first two Johns doubtless 
dying in infancy; and the said published accounts, omitting the baptism of the 
third son, John, gave the baptismal date of John, Jr., as November, 1679, instead 
of April 23, 1082, the correct date. 

A list of \WWoodbury householders, who in 1702 were entitled to shares in a 
division of meadow land on Shepaug River, includes (as printed) ‘John Skeel, 
Jun.,” as fifth on the list, and “John Skeel, Jun.,” third from the end of the list. 
Probably one of these is an error for “John Skeels, Sen.” 

“John Skeeles” and ‘‘Thomas Skeeles” owned the baptismal, or half-way, 
covenant at Woodbury church, July 11, 1708. These were, of course, the broth- 
ers baptized April 23, 1682, their father, John Skeels, Sr., having been a member 
as early as 1670.

“John Skeel, Jor.” was taxed 2s. 2d. for the North Purchase, in Woodbury, 
in April, 1712, his father and his brother Thomas also being taxed on the same 
list. 

“Sarah, wife of John Skeeles,” owned the baptismal, or half-way, covenant, 
at the church in Woodbury, March 6, 1715. He and his wife became members 
in full communion in the same church on September 4, 1726. 

John Skeeles, Jr., married Sarah Wheeler.

SAMUEL SKEELS, son of John Skeels, Jr., and Sarah (Wheeler) Skeels, 
was born in Woodbury, Connecticut, February 25, 1722-23, was baptized there 
on March 3, 1723, and died on or before August 21, 1758. (Other records say 
he died “October 6, 1758” or “before February 3, 1759, of camp fever.”) He 
served in the French and Indian War, campaign of 1758, in the 3rd Regiment, 
2nd Company, under Lieutenant Colonel and Captain Benjamin Hinman of 
Woodbury, enlisting May 31st, and under date of August 21st he is given as dead. 

His wall, dated June 19, 1758, gives to “my wife Lydia all my estate except 
40 shillings to be paid to each of my beloved sons and 20 shillings to each of my 
beloved daughters,’ naming his wife as sole executrix. An inventory of the 
estate was taken September 23, 1758. He was possessed of considerable prop- 
erty. His father, John Skeels, Jr., died when Samuel was only four years of age, 
and the distribution of his property was made in 1730, when Samuel. was seven 
years old, his portion including sixteen acres at Chestnut Hill, one-quarter right 
in the North Purchase, one-fourth part of his right in common land and one- 
eighth of forty-two acres on the hill west from Hawley’s swamp, the total valua- 
tion being £47 12s. 6d. From his sister, Sarah Skeels, “formerly of Woodbury, 
late of New Milford,” he received, in 1746, land at Kettletown, a district in what 
is now the town of Southbury. 

On May 7, 1744, the Memorial of Joshua Lasell, Joseph Fuller and Samuel 
“Skeel,” all of Kent, “to the General Assembly sitting at Hartford in his Maj- 
esty’s English Colony of Connecticut in New England,” asking for deed of “a 
certain tract of land in this Colony bordering on ye west side of ye Ousatonnuck 
River over against ye Township of Kent to extend to Wleyratuck (?) mountain 
by ye south-west corner of Sharon.” The request was not granted. 

The year previous Stephen John (or Jonathan) of Squampamuck, Albany 
County, New York, had executed a deed, disposing of land on the west side of 
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the Ousatonic. Several Memorials to the General Assembly followed. By deed, 
dated 17 February, 1743-44, the above Indian had conveyed half his right in 
the tract to Joshua Lasel, and under date of Iebruary 13, the other half to Joseph 
Fuller and Samuel “Skeel.” On January 3, 1744-45, Samuel ‘‘Skeel” conveyed 
all his right to Joseph Fuller, and under that date the Assembly finds “that Sam- 
uel Skeel by his deed quit-claimed all his right unto Joseph Fuller for 50 acres 
and £90, as by Deed No. 5.” 

Samuel Skeels was married by the Rev. Timothy Woodbridge, September 
7, 1748, to Lydia Belden (also recorded Belding), of Hatfield, Massachusetts. 
At that time he was called “of Kent, Connecticut.” On February 26, 1749, 
Lydia Skeels was among those admitted to full communion at the First Congre- 
gational Church, Kent.

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TRUMAN SKEELS, son of Samuel and Lydia (Belden) Skeels, was born 
at Woodbury, Connecticut, February 4, 1753, was baptized February 11th of the 
same year, and died in 1811. His father died while serving in the French and 
Indian War, when Truman was only five years old. On March 26, 1769, Truman 
Skeels, son of Samuel Skeels, late of \WWoodbury, deceased, made choice of Deacon 
Benjamin Hickok to be his guardian. 

Truman Skeels served during the Revolutionary War, enlisting July 13, 
1775, as corporal in the 5th Company of the 7th Regiment, commanded by Colonel 
Charles Webb, Nathaniel Tuttle of Litchfield, Captain, and being discharged 
December 20, 1775. This regiment was stationed at various points along Long 
Island Sound until September 14th, when, on requisition from Washington, it 
was ordered to Boston camps, assigned to General Sullivan’s Brigade on Winter 
[fill at the left of the besieging line, and remained until expiration of its term of 
service in December. 

He again enlisted, arriving in camp on August 18, 1776, and serving in 
Captain John Hinman’s Company in the 13th Regiment of Militia in New York. 
On August 25th he was discharged and allowed ten days for travel, one day for 
every twenty miles, 

Truman Skeels married, at South Britain, Connecticut (where he subse- 
quently resided), June 2, 1779, Chloe Hill, who was born March 14, 1759. She 
was the daughter of Billious and Lydia (Birge) Hill, who were married August 
9, 1758. The former served in the campaign of 1756 in the French and Indian 
War, enlisting April 15th in the 1st Company of the 3rd Regiment, under Colonel 
Nathan Whiting, and was discharged October 2, 1756. Further record of his 
service is found: 

Militia Companies, Colony of Connecticut, Bil- 
lias Hill served 15 days in Captain Moses Lyman’s Company (Goshen) 
in Colonel eben Marsh’s Regiment “for ye service at ye Time of alaram 
for ye Rehef of Fort Wm.

ENOCH 6b. FARGO, son of Isaac and Sarah Latimer (Rogers) Fargo, 
was born in Colchester, Connecticut, February 18, 1821, and died in Lake Mills, 
Wisconsin, in November, 1892. When about ten years of age he came to Gen- 
esee County, New York, with his parents, who settled on a farm. Here he spent 
his youth and received instruction in the district schools. Later he attended 
Wyoming Academy for two terms. Even as a boy he exhibited strong trading 
instincts, and his shrewd transactions brought him to the point, at twenty years 
ot age, where he was owner of,a valuable three-year-old colt. At this time his 
father “gave him his time” and one hundred dollars in cash. Enoch B. Fargo 
invested this in trunks and, with his brother as partner, began a peddling busi- 
ness which was so successful that they soon employed three men to help them. 
From this beginning they later developed into store keepers, and by 1842 Mr. 
Fargo was at the head of a large and successful business in Churchill, New York. 
In 1844 he removed with his wife to Lake Mills, Jefferson County, Wisconsin, 
where he and his brother jointly engaged in merchandising. 

Prospering in this undertaking, he was able by 1847 to join with Miles 
Millard and Ambrose Foster in building extensive foundry and machine shops, 
operated by water power and doing the largest business in southwest Wisconsin 
at the time. 

In 1851 Mr. Fargo purchased the flouring mills and about two hundred 
acres of land, still the property of his heirs. He devoted much of his energy to 
building up the town. 

In 1868 he sold his milling interests and returned to mercantile pursuits. 
About 1880 he erected a creamery, which became one of the leading industries 
of the place. He was one of the owners of the Lake View Hotel, which was 
destroyed by fire on November 24, 1893.

Mr. Fargo was active in educational affairs, as‘a member of the school 
board and also was a liberal supporter of church interests, although not connected 
with any one denomination. He was an ardent Republican, but never sought 
office. He was for a timea director of the old Wisconsin Central Railroad.

He Enelish Rogers family may have been of Norman- 
ltrench origin. The name is familiar in both England 
and Wales and is of the baptismal type, meaning the “son 
of Roger.” It is most common in the western part of 
IKneland, in Herefordshire, Shropshire and Cornwall, 
and 1s also numerous in Bucks and Sussex. Mr. Bards- 

. xg Iey, surname authority, says that Rogers and its variants 
were “exceedingly common in the thirteenth century all over the country, giving 
us the nicknames Hodge and Dodge, and through them Hodgson, Hodgkins, 

Hodgkinson, etc. Roger vied with Robert, John and William for popularity for 

several centuries. In France, too, the name was a favorite, the French proverb 

for ‘There’s a good time coming’ being ‘Roger Bon Temps.”

JAMES ROGERS, born about 1615, was probably a native of England 
and died in New London, Connecticut, in 1687. In 1637 he was one of six men 
from Saybrook, Connecticut, who, under Captain John Underhill, took part in 
the Pequot War. Later, he was in Stratford, Connecticut, where he married. 
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ROGERS 


He was next of Milford, Connecticut, where he becameva member of the Rev. 
Mr. Prudden’s Congregational Church in 1652. His wife was a member from 
1645, and some of their children were baptized there. The records of the General 
Court of Milford under date of November 22, 1645, give the following: “Ordered 
that James Rogers have a home lot adjoining that of Mr. Fowler’s.” In 1648, 
James Rogers “hath three acres more or less.’ Local records suggest that he 
was a baker and tradesman of importance. On November 17, 1056, the court 
ordered that “James Rogers hath grant of his warehouse given him by the town.” 
He had dealings in New London as early as 1656, and between that date and 
1660 he became an inhabitant of that town. He was made a freeman on March 
14, 1660-61. 

James Rogers and his wife were prominent in church affairs. The fact 
that he was chosen by the townspeople to hold important positions in town and 
State shows the esteem in which he was held by them. He was deputy to the 
Court of Elections in May, 1661, and in May and October, 1662; corn commius- 
sioner for New London in 1662; and Representative to the General Court seven 
times between 1062 and 1673. He and his son, Samuel, were on the committee 
of fortifications for New London. He was associated with Matthew Griswold 
and Governor Winthrop. The latter engaged with James Rogers in land and 
other transactions. Previous to his departure to Hartford, Connecticut, Gover- 
nor Winthrop leased the town mill to James Rogers and transferred to him a 
building spot next to the mill, where he erected a dwelling house and a bakery, 
both built of stone. 

In 1666 James Rogers retired from active business, placing his affairs in| 
the hands of his son, Samuel. For years he had carried on the largest foreign 
and domestic trade of any man in New London. He owned several hundred acres 
of land and also some house lots. In partnership with Colonel Pynchon, of 
Springfield, Massachusetts, he owned 2,400 acres east of the river. 
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ROGERS 


James Rogers was one of his son John’s early converts and belonged to 
John’s church. James Rogers and his daughter, Bathsheba, were baptized in 
1676, and for this offense were summoned to appear before a magistrate, but were 
soon released. During the rest of his life he was at times fined and imprisoned 
for non-conformity to the rules of the Established Church. 

Being a man of means, with education above the average, he was able to 
give his children similar opportunities. He was a man of great integrity, with 
clear convictions of right and wrong and the courage to stand for those 
convictions. 

His will is dated “eleventh day of y® ninth month one thousand six hundred 
eighty & three.” John and Bathsheba were named as their father’s executors. 

James Rogers married, in Stratford, Connecticut, Elizabeth Rowland, who 
died about 1709, said by her grandson, James, her executor, to have been very 
aged.

SAMUEL ROGERS, son of James and Elizabeth (Rowland) Rogers, was 
born in Stratford, Connecticut, probably in 1640, as his will, dated February 12, 
1712-13, states his age to be “72 and upwards.” He died in New London, Con- 
necticut, December 1, 1713. At the time of his marriage, his father and his 
father-in-law, Thomas Stanton, each gave the couple £200 sterling. Samuel’s 
father also gave him the stone house and bakery at the head of Winthrop’s Cove. 
He conducted the bakery for a long time and was then succeeded by his son, 
Samuel. About 1680 he became the first settler of what was then known as 
Mohegan. He had for some time been very friendly with Uncas, chief of the 
Mohegans, who with his son, Owaneco, gave him lands in consideration of 
friendship and services to themselves. One tract was a valuable farm on Saw- 
Mill Brook, and as an inducement to Samuel Rogers to settle there, Uncas prom- 
ised to protect him with all his warriors in case of emergency. 

He was an extensive property holder, and the book of land records shows 
that his land transactions outnumbered those of any man in the colony. 

He was in close sympathy with the Rogerenes, although no record has been 
found of his membership in that church. He was also in close friendship with 
his brother, John. 

He left a will and named his wife as executrix, to act with the advice of 
John Rogers and Samuel Fox (who was the eldest son of Samuel Fox, husband 
of Bathsheba Rogers, Samuel’s sister ). 

Samuel Rogers married (first), October 13 or November 17, 1662 (the oes 
date is probably that of the publication of the marriage), Mary Stanton, daugh- 
ter of Thomas and Ann (Lord) Stanton, of Hartford, Connecticut. He married 
(second) Joanna, widow of Thomas William, of New London. She died in 
September, 1744, aged over ninety years.

DANIEL ROGERS, son of Samuel and Mary (Stanton) Rogers, was 
born in New London, Connecticut, and died about 1772, “aged 105.” One of 
the descendants of Daniel Rogers states that “his long life, endurance, and good 
sense were history in the family.” Deeds from him to his sons are in the pos- 
session of his descendants, including one of January 24, 1753, to his son Thomas,

and one of April 16, 1771, to his sons Alpheus and Thomas, giving them certain 
tracts, including the homestead. He was a sturdy farmer and at the age of one 
hundred years received his first pair of spectacles. He inherited a large tract of 
land in North Parish and purchased other property nearby.

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COLONEL LEVI WELLS, son of Jonathan and Mary (Newton) Wells, 
was born in Colchester, Connecticut, in 1734, and died in Ellington, Connecticut, 
in 1803-04. 

During the Revolutionary War he was a resident of Colchester and served 
from that town. The record of his service is as follows: Commissioned captain, 
May 1, 1775, Eighth Company, Continental Line, Second Regiment, commanded 
by Colonel Joseph Spencer; received his discharge, December 10, 1775, and reen- 
listed in 1776. He was a major in 1776 in Colonel Samuel Wylly’s 22d Regi- 
ment, Continental Line. He was taken prisoner at the battle of Long Island on 
August 27 and exchanged early in 1777, his parole being granted so that he 
might collect funds for the relief of prisoners in New York. Connecticut voted 
him the sum of five hundred pounds. In the spring of 1780 detachments of 
militia were raised for service along the western coast, and Levi Wells was put 
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in command of one as colonel. On December 9, 1780, Colénel Wells was attacked 
by the enemy at Iforseneck and taken prisoner. 

Following is a copy of a letter written by him while a British prisoner at 
Flat Land, Long Island, December 31, 1775. At the time it was received his 
wife was very ill, and she had it with her when she died: 


My Drank CuiLepren: 

This may injorm you that through the goodness of God, I am well 
and hope you enjoy the same blessing. My love for you is inexpressible, 
as | suppose you are stripped of father and mother about the same 
time. If that should not be the case, your dear mother is in the land of 
the living and may be continued; I shall esteem it a greater blessing 
then my own life being spared. But if my dear is no more, I confess 
I am stripped of the greatest earthly blessing that was ever bestowed 
on me and must heartily carry your affliction, and pray God’s holy 
sanctifying spirit may be poured out on you and me; that God would 
enable us religiously to enquire into the ground of this His contro- 
versy with us, that great good may come out of this sore affliction. 
You, my dear children, who have come to years of discretion, I call on 
you in the most tender and earnest manner becoming your circum- 
stances to take the word of God for the man of your counsel at all 
times, and carefully and diligently attend service, paying proper regard 
to the Sabbath, and to be tender and careful of the comfort and health 
of the little children, yourselves also, knowing He will do no injury, but 
is fond of showing mercy. The clothes I saved was my coat, waistcoat, 
breeches, shirt, one pair stockings and boots. When I came out of the 
house where I quartered the enemy was pounding on my chist but hope 
they did not open it. You may know this before this reaches you. My 
hat and cloak I believe was left hanging in the house. It is very prob- 
able I shall be exchanged before long, as there is no other officer of my 
rank on the Island and the exchange of prisoners is going on fast. 
Ensign Whitney who was taken with me is exchanged and will deliver 
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this to you. I have wrote you once before this, by Capt. Buckly of 
Weathersfeld. By no means be concerned about me nor give your- 
selves the trouble to send any hard money as it is expected that publick 
supplies will be sent in shortly. Capt. Lay of N. Y. is bad of his 
wounds, but I hope not dangerous. Capt. Bissell was wounded but 
came with us as far as Kingsbridge, was stay’d there with encour- 
agement of going home on parole. This with my tender love for you 
all dear children wishing you all heaven’s best blessings and am your 
tender and affectionate parent Levi WELLs,

COLONEL ASA WELLS, son of Colonel Levi and Jerusha (Clark) 
Wells, was born in Colchester, Connecticut, August 6, 1774, and died in Febru- 
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ary, 1859. He came to Pompey, New York, in the spring of'1803 and built a log 
cabin “in the midst of tall sugar maples” at Pompey Hill, the location being that 
formerly occupied by the late Daniel March. In 1807 Asa Wells settled east of 
Pompey Hill on a farm adjoining that of Daniel Wood. He was an excellent 
mathematician and practical surveyor and, with a corps of assistants, laid out 
the road running north from the Academy to Manlius. He also assisted the 
senior Geddes in surveying for the Oswego Canal. 

He was an officer in the militia for many years. When he was captain 
of the militia, he led his whole company to Sacket’s Harbor at the time it was 
threatened by the British. Afterwards he was colonel of the militia for several 
years and also held various important trusts in the civil service. For some time 
he was a justice of the peace and represented his town on the board of supervi- 
sors. He was also a member of the State Assembly and judge of the County 
Court. 

Colonel Asa Wells married, December 5, 1799, Chloe Hyde. (Hyde V1.)

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ROWENA WELLS, daughter of Colonel Asa and Chloe (Hyde) Wells, 
was born in Ellington, Connecticut, March 7, 1802, and died in 1889. She 
described the place of her birth as “a small New England village a few miles east 
of the Connecticut River, in an old-fashioned gambrel-roof house painted white 
and hidden partially by elm trees.” . 

She was an enthusiastic worker in the temperance cause and served as 
president of the Women’s State Temperance Convention, presiding at this con- 
vention at Delavan, Wisconsin, September 28, 1853. The diary, which she kept 
and which contains many valuable family records, reveals her as a woman of 
much force of character as well as gentleness and depth of feeling. In it is 
found the address she made as president of the aforementioned convention, the 
opening sentences of which read: 


I rise to tender my acknowledgments for the honor conferred upon 
me, in your choice of presiding ofhcer of this Society. I will make no 
apology for my unfitness, for you will be able to judge of that, at the 
close of the meeting, better, probably, than I am at its commencement. 
It is an entirely new position for me to occupy, and while I bring a 
warm heart to the cause which has convened us—and a willing one, too, 
to act in any position, and to perform any duty which shall subserve 
the interests of this cause; at the same time, I crave your forebear- 
ance and your charity for any imperfections during this meeting. The 
time wi/l come when women will be at home, here and everywhere, 
where humanity’s call is heard. . .

ff YDE, or Hide, is a surname of local origin, “at the hide,” 
from residence thereby. A hide is a measure of land of 
about one hundred and twenty acres, and numberless 
spots are so styled. The Hyde family were an ancient 
and distinguished one of Denchworth, Berks, from the 
fourteenth to the seventeenth centuries. They were also 
D settled in Worcestershire in the proportion of fourteen to 
every 10,000 inhabitants; and in Cheshire there is early record of the name.

WILLIAM HYDE, progenitor of this family in America, died at Nor- 
wich, Connecticut, January 6, 1681. He was a contemporary of Sir Robert 
Hyde and the Earl of Clarendon, but was probably of the middle class himself. 
His parentage, date and place of birth, and date of arrival in America have not 
been learned. Circumstances imply that he may have come over in 1633 with the 
Rev. Thomas Hooker, the first minister of Hartford, Connecticut, remained 
awhile at Newton, Massachusetts, and removed with him to Hartford in 1636. 
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He owned land there as late as 1639 and probably soon after went to Saybrook, 
Connecticut, where his daughter was married in 1652. 

William Hyde, his son Samuel and his son-in-law John Post were among 
the thirty-five original proprietors of Norwich, Connecticut, when it was settled 
in 1060. William Hyde was a prominent man locally and frequently served as 
selectman. At his death his home lot was devised to his grandson, William 
Hyde, 2d, whose descendant, William Mansheld, owned a part of it and in 1850 
occupied it as his dwelling. 

No record has been found of William Hyde’s wife. His son, Samuel, died 
at the age of forty years, which places his birth at about 1636, at which date his 
mother was, of course, living; so she probably died in Hartford or Saybrook, 
Connecticut, before her husband went to Norwich. The Norwich records do not 
mention her death.

The following is copied from an old newspaper clipping: 


In full age, like as a shock of corn cometh in, in its season, Chloe 
Hyde Il"ells has reached the bound of life, and the final resting place of 
all the living. 

The subject of this notice was born in Ellington, Connecticut, June 
30, 1778, and died in Pompey, New York, at 12 P. M. of January 4, 
1871, aged 92 years, 6 months and 4 days. 

In all the relations of life the deceased was an admirable woman. 
She was a Christian—and a Christian indeed is the highest type of 
human character. She was past the meridian of life when she publicly 
“put on Christ’”—not because she had, till then, felt no interest in the 
all-important concern of religion—but because of the mysticisms, per- 
vasions and doctrines of men which obstructed the clear shining of the 
rays of the “Sun of Righteousness.’ As soon, however, as she heard 
the simple, unadulterated Gospel, as preached by some of the pioneers 
in the great religious movement of the 19th century, she gave it her 
earnest, lifelong adherence. From the day of her espousal to Christ to 
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the day of her death, she ever felt and manifested a dgep interest in all 
that concerned the honor and progress of Christ’s cause. 

Mother Wells was born in the fourth year of the War for Independ- 
ence, and two days after the famous battle of Monmouth. She remem- 
bered accurately, and delineated interestingly, many events of those, to 
us, far-away times. And yet, unlike most very old people, she did not 
live almost wholly in the past, but retained a remarkable interest in 
events of the great living present. During the late war none read the 
daily news with more interest than she, and few kept themselves better 
posted on passing events. She saw the whole wonderful career, to the 
present time, of this Nation, which was born in the midst of oppression, 
but saw her also pass triumphantly the pangs of her new birth. The 
deceased was, emphatically, a connecting link—one of the very few 
remaining ones—between the present and the past. 

“Hers was an old age made serene, cheerful and happy by the spirit 
and hope of the Gospel. The effects, the practical out-workings of 
Christianity, are beautiful, always and everywhere, but there is no 
phase of human life, in which our holy and blessed religion shines with 
brighter lustre and purer radiance than in old age upon which rests the 
serene glow of its holy peace, an old age in which the acidities and bit- 
terness of corrupted nature are neutralized by the sweet spirit of Christ 
an old age hopeful, trustful, patient and joyous in the anticipation of 
the delights of the better country, where the infirmities of age shall 
never creep over frames worn out with disease, toil and years.” 
(Funeral sermon. ) 

She retained sufficient bodily strength to walk from one room to 
another within two hours of her departure. She died in her chair. 
Being seated there for the last time, a dear one who attended her said: 
“Grandmother, do you feel easier?” She sweetly replied: “Yes, easier.” 
“Do you feel you are going to sleep?” ‘Yes, going to sleep,” the last 
words she ever said. And now she sleeps in Jesus. Blessed sleep! 

May her children, friends and brethren imitate her virtues, cherish 
her memory, and at last join her on the shining shore.

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THE FAMILY IN AMERICA

SIMON HUNTINGTON, son of George and Anne (Fenwich) Hunting- 
ton, was the progenitor of the family in America. He was born in England on 
August 7, 1583. Roxbury, Massachusetts, records give the first known infor- 
mation about the Huntington family in New England, shown in the handwriting 
of the Rev. John Eliot, the pastor. This first record concerns Margaret Hunt- 
ington, wife of Simon: 

Margaret Huntington, Widow, came in 1633. Her husband died 

by the way of the Small Pox. She brought . . . . Children with her. 

This record is all that is definitely known of the ancestor of the family in 
America, all else being tradition and conjecture. 

Simon Huntington married (perhaps as his second wife), June 21, 1627, 
Margaret Baret, daughter of Christopher and Elizabeth Baret. Christopher 
Baret was mayor of Norwich, England, in 1634 and 1648, and died in August, 
1649. After the death of Simon Huntington, his widow, Margaret, became the 
wife of Thomas Stoughton in 1635-36. They removed to Windsor, Connecticut, 
where Thomas Stoughton was a man of prominence in local affairs.

CHRISTOPHER (1) HUNTINGTON, son of Simon and Margaret 
(Baret) Huntington, was born probably in the spring of 1628 and died in 1691. 
He is supposed to have gone from Windsor to Saybrook, Connecticut, in the 
spring of 1654, since the birth of one child is in the Windsor records of 1653, 
and the death of another, in May, 1654, in those of Saybrook. He lived in Say- 
brook until the spring of 1660, when he joined a Saybrook Colony, under the 
religious direction of the Rev. James Fitch, and removed with the colony to the 
valley of the Yantic. Here he and his brother, Simon Huntington, assisted in 
laying the foundations of the town of Norwich. 

The name of Christopher (1) Huntington is found often in the early rec- 
ords, showing his active participation in local affairs. His house-lot was promi- 
nently located in the settlement. In 1668 he received a grant from the General 
Court of one hundred acres of land, not more than twenty acres of which was 
to be meadow. In 1678 he served as town clerk and in 1685 was one of the twelve 
patentees of the new town of Norwich. His name is also found in the commit- 
tee, formed in 1686, “to make provisions for maintaining the reverend minister.” 

No stone marks his grave, but he is thought to have been buried not far 
from the banks of the Yantic. 

Christopher (1) Huntington married, October 7, 1652, Ruth Rockwell, 
daughter of William Rockwell, “a prominent and highly respected member of 
the community.”

DEACON CHRISTOPHER (2) HUNTINGTON, son of Christopher 
(1) and Ruth (Rockwell) Huntington, was born at Norwich, Connecticut, 
November 1, 1660, and died there on April 24, 1735. He is recorded as being 
“the first born of males in the town” of Norwich. In 1684 the town granted him 
a tract of land near the mouth of Crane Brook. In the years 1691, 1705, and 
1700, he is on the records as the first townsman. He was the successor of Rich- 
ard Bushnell as town clerk, and later Isaac Huntington, Christopher’s third 
child, succeeded his father in office. 

In 1695 or 1696 he was appointed deacon and served with ability until his 
death. The records also indicate that he was a surveyor and was consulted in 
disputes concerning land titles. According to Connecticut Colonial Records, he 
was deputy to the General Court, in May and August, 1710, and was appointed 
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HUNTINGTON 


justice of the peace in May, 1714, and October, 1715. He became an extensive 
landholder. 

Christopher (2) Huntington married (first), May 26, 1681, Sarah Adgate, 
who was born in January, 1663, and died in Norwich in February, 1705-06, 
daughter of Deacon Thomas Adgate and his second wife, Mary Bushnell, widow 
of Richard Bushnell, of Saybrook. Christopher (2) Huntington married (sec- 
ond), in October, 1706, Judith (Stevens) Brewster, widow of Jonathan Brew- 
ster, a great-grandson of Elder Brewster.

ee: “By, fCCORDING to C. W. Bardsley’s Dictionary of English 


and Welsh Surnames, the family name Beardsley is 
derived from Bardsley, taken from the local usage “of 
Bardsley,” which relates to a parish between Ashton and 
Oldham, near Manchester. Variations of the name are 
Bardesey, Bardesley, and Bardsey. In West’s History 
2 of Furness it is said that in the barony of Kendal (Lan- 
cashire and W estmoreland ) a descendant of Ivo de Tailbor’s assumed the surname 
of Bardsea, this being the name of a noted island on the coast of Wales, 
of which Ivo was supposed to be the owner. The ancient form ‘‘Robert de 
Bardesle” suggests the possibility of its meaning Robert of Bards Isle. The 
History of Furness states further that Bardsea was adopted as a surname about 
the year 1211, and from then to the present time the orthographic changes have 
been various, including the forms Bardsey, Bardesey, Bardelsey, and Berdsley. The 
last-mentioned, pronounced with the first “e” long, gives us the American variation 
of Beardsley or Beardslea. The Dicribaaey of English and Welsh Surnames 
tells us that all the American Bardsleys and all the North English Bardsleys are 
from Bardsley Parish in Lancashire, but the ancestry of the Beardsley family of 
our interest cannot be definitely determined.

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BEARDSLEY 
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WILLIAM BEARDSLEY, progenitor of this family in America, was 
fifty-six years of age when he died. His will was dated September 28, 1660, 
and proved July 6, 1661. He came from England in the ship “Planter” in 1635. 
At that time he was a mason and was thirty years of age. His wife’s age was 
twenty-four, and his children were: Mary, four; John, two; and Joseph, six 
months. Wailham Beardsley emigrated from St. Albans with the Rev. Adam 
Blakeman, and remained at Hadley, Massachusetts, until about 1638, when he 
came to Hartford, Connecticut. The next spring, however, he removed to Strat- 
ford, where he was one of the first settlers. He was elected deputy to the Gen- 
eral Court seven years. An inventory of his estate, taken February 13, 1660-61, 
came to the amount of £333.15s.8d. 

Tradition states, according to the Rev. Samuel Orcutt, in his History of 
the Old Town of Stratford and the City of Bridgeport, Connecticut, Vol. II, p. 
1130, that William Beardsley was a native of Stratford, on the river Avon, in 
England, and that he gave the name Stratford to the plantations here in Connecti- 
cut, and when one of his descendants settled in western New York he named the 
place Avon in honor of the old river. I. H. Beardsley, in his Genealogical His- 
tory of the Beardsley-lee Family in America, page 17, doubts the Stratford-on- 
Avon tradition, since careful search of English records there revealed no evi- 
dence that a Beardsley had ever resided in that town, and says the probabilities 
are that his last residence, or that of his ancestors, was St. Albans, Hertford- 
shire, for he took “a certificate from the minister there, and attestations from 
the justice of the Peace, to London, according to the Lord’s order,” from which 
place they sailed for America.

WILLIAM JANSEN TRAPHAGEN, son of Johannes and Heledt 
(Delendal) Traphagen, was born in the city of Leunichor, Holland, about 1616. 
He was evidently living October 10, 1708, when “William Triphage and Helena 
Burhans, Jo dochter’” were sponsors at the baptism, in the Reformed Dutch 
Church, New York, of a child of Johannes Triphage and Aagje Winne. Ina 
disposition which he made on August 26, 1671, he stated that he was about fifty- 
five years of age, that his guardians were William Schellnick, Jan Willemse, and 
Johannes Nie Hoesy, and that being in Lemigo (Lemgo) in the year 1647, he, 
William Jansen Traphagen, appointed Johannes Nie Hoesy and Johannes Trap- 
hagen, Minister, his attorneys. ‘“‘And whereas the atoresaid William Traphagen 

. has taken this opportunity to state his genealogy, so that when his chil- 
dren arrive at age they can look after a freehold at Merinen called Corpus 
Christi, bringing in an annual income of one hundred and rix dollars; a freehold 
standing in the Church at Lemigo called Maria Virginia, bringing in an annual 
income of eighty-six dollars; and a freehold at Belleveldt called Maria Salutas, 
bringing in an annual income of sixty-six dollars.” According to Lippincott’s 
Gazetter, Lemgo is a town of the principality of Lippe, Germany, on the Bega, 
six miles north of Detmold. 

William Jansen Traphagen came to America before 1658 and settled at 
Bushwick, Long Island, New York, but was banished by the authorities at 
New Amsterdam to Wiltwyck (Kingston), May 12, 1664, for insubordination 
to said authorities (carrying a disrespectful letter to the said authorities for 
another man). 

“William Trophagen,” of Kingston, Ulster County, New York, in his will 
dated February 16, 1685, bequeathed “to my three sons namely Johannes Trop- 
hagen, William Trophagen and Henry Trophagen, all my Land which I att
